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1 . Claims 9-22 and newly added claims 23-28 are pending. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 9-22 and newly added claims 23-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Duro et al. (ad on the IDS submitted 7-1-02), for reasons of record set forth in te 
Office Action mailed 2-25-05. 

Applicant's arguments filed 5-31-05 have been fully considered but are not found 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Duro et al, does not serologically identify the actual sensitizing 
allergen source, nor identify allergens from patients. Lastly, Applicant argues that Duro et al., do 
not teach a method for selection of treatment of a disorder involving extract, proteins or peptides 
derived from said allergic sensitizer. 

However, Duro performs the exact same method with the exact same product as 
Applicant's own working example in the specification. The preamble recitations, since they are 
not actual method steps, are only intended uses of said method, and since the prior art anticipates 
the actual method steps performed, the intended uses of said anticipated methods are inherent. In 
addition, Duro et al., does teach that previous to their disclosed method that the Pj allergen was 
known to have at least 9 allergens having different molecular weights and in order to plan a 
diagnostic and therapeutic approach to allergic reaction a preliminary step is to purify and 
characterize (i.e. serologically identify with improved accuracy) each major allergen by cloning 
the allergen and testing its immunoreactivity in blood from patients with Pj reactivity.
